MORE FLAX NEEDED 


In estimating: production require 
ments for flax at the recent Federal 
Provincial Agricultural Conference 
it Was noted that drying oils may 
have to be imported into Canada 
unless farmers increase their flax 
acreage in 1951, 

Stocks of Canadian flaxseed have 
been reduced by over 6 million bu 
shels in the past year and supplies 
available will be confined largely 
to the 1950 crop which is estimated 
at 4.5 million bushels. Unless the 
flax acreage is increased, there will 
not be enough flax in this country 
to satisfy the export market and 
fill domestic requirements. It was 
indicated at the Conference that 
prices for flaxseed are likely to re- 
main strong in 1951. 

The flax crop in’ the past has 
proved profitable on many Alberta 
farms, and <A. M. Wilson, Field 
Crops Commissioner, suggests that 
consideration might well be given 
to increased acreage of flax during 
the coming year. In view of the 
limited supplic s of good seed as a 
result of frost and imature crops 
during the past season, any flax 
suitable for seed should be held 
for sowing, advises Mr. Wilson
